REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 3 are allowable over the prior art of record. Claim 2 
depends from claim 1 and therefore is allowed. 

Independent claim 1 recites the limitation of: calculating an initial non identity 
approximation of the transformation function and repeating steps (c) to (g) until the 
difference M E is less than a predefined threshold. 

Independent claim 3 recites the limitation of: a transformation approximation 
component configured to calculate an initial non identity approximation of the 
transformation function and a convergence measurer configured to repeat the 
calculation of the difference M E until M E is less than a pre-defined threshold. 

The closest reference Keahey ("Nonlinear Magnification" - Indiana University - 
Ph.D. Dissertation - August 1998 - 176 pages) discloses magnification by iterating over 
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the transformation grid until convergence where the transformation grid is initially the 
identity transform. However, Keahey does not teach the limitations cited above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
